Enforcement of Civil Ser-

portant of any in which an executive can bo engaged. There is no danger that 
officers will bo removed merely ns a political barter ami sale, however free the 
power of removal may be, If the appointive power must in order to fill'a va- 
cancy turn lo a civil service commission composed of real men, able, patriotic, 
efficient and responsible, who have the bralps ami the, nerve to provide Uio 
ight Itind. of lesls or examinations and the honest courage of ihelr convictions.
